I bavo never known a moro touching 


career than that of Rain-in-tho-Faco, ono of 
the most notorious of tho Sioux chiefs, whoso 
record during the late Indian war» excited 
horror among the whites and envy among 
liia savage rivals. Raln-in-tbc-Faco Is today 
I ho most famous of the Sioux, with tho ex- 
i r-ptlons of Sitting Bull and Gall. It was ho 
« ho, while under arrest at Fort Lincoln for 
n crime which would have Insured his death 
i n conviction, broke from tbo guard house 
i.nd escaped, although tho guards were keep- 
rig careful watch about tho building. Tall, 
lamlsomo, fierce nnd daring, ho was tho 
j i.-ido of bis followers. Ho knew no fear and 
i ix-cignlzod no danger. Always ready for tho 
uarjiatb., ho was looked upon by tho Indians 
i. H an ideal chief; and by his vigorous proso- 
i utiou of the war which ended so disastrously 
t'> tbo immortal Ouster, ho gained a world 
v. i(!e reputation. 


Hut to turn from war to fho story of his 


''•>nv..,1ic life. 
With tho admiration of tho 


fillers warriors camo tho lovo of a maiden— 
i :io of the most beautiful of another, but 
friendly, tribe. 
Hain-in-tho-Faco returned 


il 10 Invo nnd accepted tho object of his 
nfToction for his brldo. Tho marriage was 
nn event of great imi>ortanco among tho In- 
dians, nnd many were the gifts bestowed 
i.;«>n the envied pair. With his fame as a 
M arrior and his loving bride, tho daring chief 
><«med to havo reajiod tho full reward of nn 
ii.-tivo nnd (in tho Indian mind) n noblo career. 


Lifo was filled with happiness for Rain-in- 


tlie-Foce. The sun never kissed a happier 
I iir. Without tho cares nnd burdens of so- 
ni!ty, with no exacting rules of etiquette, 
v ith only tho whispering wiud for music and 
tho starry heaven for a roof, the Indian bride 
nnd groom could drink Iho full and lavish 
hwaotncss of their love. 


But wherever found, whether in tho palace 


of tho kinfr or tho wigwam of tho savage, lovo 
i-, inconstant. After a period of true devotion 
to his wifo, a sudden change eamo over Rain- 
in the-Faco. Ho learned that tho maiden 
w horn ho hod taken unto himself was not tho 


1 >joct upon which his lovo could center. 
IIo 


si ill regarded her with kindness, but his 
iill'ootions were transferred to another—not to 
another maiden, but to tho chubby boy who 
bad como to crown his lifo with prldo nnd 
glory. 


The babe was yet a bit of tawny, express- 


ionless flesh, when ho saw in his mind's eye 
|IM-lures of greatness for tho infant warrior. 
I'Yom this time Rnln-in-the-Fnco was changed. 
IIu thoughts returned to tho chase and tho 
«.-irpath. Ho aimed to lend such n life that 
tho boy, emulating his example, might grow 
up tho leader of his race. What rosy pic- 
tures ho painted for his soul Often nt tho 
ev uning camp fire, when recounting his bat- 
tl'snnd victories, would bespeak with prido 
of Koska (tho namo given tho boy and mean- 
ing "youth"), for whom ho predicted a brill- 
iant and glorious career. With true Indian 
superstition, he had watched tho signs, and, 
w i t,u tho inevitable deductions of a father, ho 
know that they all meant greatness and ro- 
ne 'vvn for Koska. 


(>o ran tho proud days for Rain in-tho-Faco 


until civilization begun its work of contract- 
in ,' the Indian field. In every field it enters 
civilization is nn iconoclast, but nowhere is 
it. destruction of idols and hopes so relentless 
nnd so complete as umong tho Indians. 
\\ hen tlio fiioux nation was placed upon tho 
iimiienso reservation west of tho Missouri 
river tho tribes wero separated.

Ho was 
e\.n jealous of tbo affection which shore- 
ct i ved from her pretty boy, who hod now 
gri iwn to tho toddling ngo. 


I laving remained at Standing Rock until 


patience was exhausted, tho wifo departed 
for her tribo, SOO miles distant, taking tho 
boy with her. Sho loft while Rain-in-tho- 
Fni-o was absent on a hunt. When tho chief 
ret urncd bo could learn nothing of the where- 
abouts of his boy—ho made few inquiries 
concerning tho wife, for her desiro to return 
to her tribe rather than remain with him hod 
extinguished tho last spark of his lovo for 
her, although ho stiU regarded her jealously 
for tho sake of his child. It was a month be- 
fore ho learned tho truth. Day and night 
hnc I ho searched. Ho had scoured the reserva- 
tion, but no Koska«Ud ho find, and at last ho 
Icurnod that tho boy had been taken to the 
lower agency. Ho know of tho boy's attoch- 
ne'it for the mother, and was aware that she 
would 1» defended in her claim to tho son by 
eve ry Indian in her tribe, whero sho "was now 
saf i'ly f jrtiflod. To add to his sorrow, his in- 
fluence among his Indians hod boon broken 
by the agent, who found this tho only way to 
make him submissive. 


For months ho studied, planned and 


driamcd devices for tho return of little 
Ki.-Jto. Tho proud head drooped. Rain-in- 
thc-Faco was not himself. 
Tho hunt no 


longer bad charms, nor did ho join in the 
elinuts and dances. His boy I Ho wanted his 
K< .ska. Wherever ho went, whatever ho did, 
his mind was on tho boy. How humble and 
how meek was Rain-in-the-Faco now! In 
former years ho spoke to the whites with con- 
descension and disdain. Now ho sought them 
for advice and consolation. 


In conversation with ono of his whito 


friends, he imparted tho secret of his plans.

Ho felt 
that tho man was his friend, but ho was not 
positive, and he trembled lest his confidence) 
would bo betrayed. But he proceeded. He 
wonted his friend to inform another trusted 
friend r.t the lower agency, who would give 
him information regarding the location and 
surroundings of tho spot where his wife and 
boy were camped. 
Having laid bore his 


plans, ho awaited a reply. The friend was 
nonplussed at first, but having a high re- 
gard for Rain-in-the-Face, and knowing how 
deeply he was aggrieved, consented. 


Rain-in-the-Face sprang »o his feet in exul-

The morning for tii* departure having ar- 
rlvi d, ]{ain-in-thc-Faco rodo into Standing 
Ko< k and with words of gratitude thanked 
tho man who had assisted him in perfecting 
his plans. His breast swelled with emotion, 
and his words were soft and low as ho grasiJfd 
his friend's hand and Ltd him adieu. 


At tho crack of his rawhide tbo pony 


dashed away to tho southward, and he diiiip- 
poorod beyond tho hills. He had a long jour- 
noy abend of him, but ho did not spare the 
pon-,-. Ho know tho inottlo of tho nervy 
animal, and tho pony, us if aware that ho was 
going to his dimpled me*ter, needed no spurs.

What Is Required of Them—While Ser- 


Tltun Are Paid tho Best Wages—The 
DIITercnco Itetwoen America and Eu- 
rope—Tipping Is a Good Thing. 
"Waiting Is much harder work than most 


peoplo think it is," said a popular restaura- 
teur to a News reporter. "Some men never

to be had, but this supply is never such as to 
prevent an ablo man from getting a place. 
It seems easy, I suppose, to the public for a 
man to take an order and bring in tho vict- 
uals, but there are many difficulties and re- 
quirements incident to waiting that are com- 
monly overlooked. Thero are few places in 
which moro crochets and foibles are exhibited 
than in an eating room, and a waiter has to 
learn much of human nature and school hiaj- 
self accordingly to give satisfaction. 


"The patron of a restaurant is tho Groat I 


Am. Ho is tho one to please, and if ho kicks 
against anybody, save tho cook, it is tho 
waiter. A pleasant address, a good memory, 
promptness and deftness, therefore, are primo 
requisites for tho waiter. Nobody wants an 
ill natured waiter, yet a largo ratio of the 
guests ore moro or less Inconsiderate in their 
demands. In case of dispute or dissatisfaction 
wo al ways have to side with the guest, though 
wo may know that tho waiter was in no wise 
to blamo. 


"On complaint of patrons of my establish- 


ment I havo actually bad at times to change 
waiters to other parts of the room, and even 
lay them off for a few days—waiters, too, 
whom I know to bo among the best in my 
employ. 
A little clumsiness, forgetfulness 


or confusion in distributing tho food to tho 
guests often bring slightly deserved rebukes, 
and woe betido the waiter who incurs tho ill 
will of tho employes behind tho screen, for 
the promptness of his service is sadly im- 
paired and mischiof is sure to follow. In a 
certain scnso the waiters aro tho butts of on 
establishment. 
Many of the proprietors' 


faults aro saddled on tuon- Bhouldoro, and 
many a malediction is hurled at the cooks 
over their heads." 


"How do tho merits of white and colored 


waiters compare j" 


"I do not think that colored waiters equal 


whito waiters, though this may be a mere 
fancy of mino. One thing is certain—colored 
waiters aro tho moro easily managed. Thoy 
are satisfied with less, and will stand more. 
As a rule, a good whito waiter can command, 
say, $3 a week moro than a colored man of 
tho some ability and experience. Seven dol- 
lars or 88 a week and board will satisfy a col- 
ored waiter better than $10 will a whito 
man, and tho colored man will ask fewer 
privileges. Negroes aro less ambitious than 
whito men, moro subservient, and hence 
moro easily imposed upon. They aro satisfied 
with poorer faro, and will grumblo less at 
long hours and extra duty. That, I think, 
and not tho fact that they havo any special 
qualifications for tho work, is tho reason why 
so many colored waiters ore employed." 


A WAITEB WORTH $20,000. 


"Do waiters usually stay in tho business?" 
"Yes, till about middlo lifo. You will 


rarely find a waiter moro than 40 years of 
ago. At about that ago thoy drift into otho» 
lines of occupation. Many become barten- 
ders, others porters or janitors, and tho like. 
I havo been surprised at tho number of col- 
ored waiters who find their way to tho va- 
riety stage. You know thoy aro a hail fel- 
low well mot class and full of fun

Still, I havo known waiters 
to work themselves up till they have become 
hotel or restaurant proprietors. I know one 
man, John Brennen, who served mo as waiter 
for years, and who is today worth $20,000. 
But, as a rule, tho waiter who lays by enough 
for a full dross waiting suit is doing well. 


"Tho coveted place most waiters aspire to 


is a situation in a club house. Thero the av- 
erage pay is about $40 a month. The dress 
suits are either furnished free or paid for by 
tho waiter by small deductions from his 
monthly pay. The people tho waiter serves 
are not a miscellaneous public, but a select 
company, each member of which he soon 
knows personally; and when individual pecu- 
liarities, likes and dislikes, are known, ho 
runs less risk of giving offense or dissatisfac- 
tion. Ho is suro, further, of good faro and 
good usage. The club house is the waiter's 
goal." 


"American waiters havo to content with 


certain difficulties that European waiters 
know nothing about," said another 
well 


known hotel proprietor. 
"Europeans ore dif- 


ferent from Americans. They have become 
leisurely in habit They have further learned 
an art comparatively rare in America—the 
art of eatiug. They are moro given to wine 
and liquor drinking at meals than wo. Hence, 
as ono might naturally expect, tho stamp of 
tho people has been impressed upon tho wait- 
ing required. In tho Old World ono of our 
counter restaurants, with its toe treading 
and elbow jostling, would bo a curiosity, 
visited onco as a freak, but shunned after- 
ward.

It is a universal cus- 
tom that has como to stay. I not only counte- 
nance it, but I favor it I think that about 
10 per cent, of the value of a check is tho 
right thing to give the waiter, and if it bo 
given it will insure service that no ruling of 
the proprietor can effect."—Chicago News.

Ho must expect at the outset of his burg- 


larious career to suffer tho consequences, tho 
slings and arrows of a fortune whose outrages 
he has himself deliberately invited; ho must 
expect to pass a certain part of his manhood 
in 
tho confinement of 
four walls, to 


gaze upon a little patch of sky through 
iron bars. 
A lawyer or a doctor can 


unmolestedly 
walk 
tho 
streets 
and 


fields, and command tho horizon with his 
eye. Thodetectivo and policeman are ser- 
vants of tho honest man; they are tho ferrets 
and implacable enemies of tho cracksman. A 
burglar, if lightly tapped on the shoulder by 
a "pal," will turn with blanched faco and 
starting eyes. 


Again, tho professional cracksman must 


expect to receive, not tho honorable scars of 
the soldier, but tho wounds of tho felon. 
There are few prime burglars whose bodies 
have not been gashed or perforated with lead, 
and in tbo police records you will frequently 
find entries something like this: "Peter Smith, 
alias Yankee Pete, bonk burglar; deep cut on 
eyebrow," etc.; or "Edward Stearns, alias 
The Kid, all around burglar; hair grazed 
over right car by bullet," etc. 


WHY, THEN, DOE3 HE BURGLE? 


Taking all of these circumstances into ac- 


count—tho danger, tho odium and tho uttor 
degradation that attach to tho profession of 
a burglar—the question may well be asked, 
why do these men, who, with their intelli- 
gence and determination, could win respect, if 
not distinction, in almost any honorable call- 
ing, persist in devoting their lives and their 
energies to tho perfection of a profession that j 
is no more harmful to their fellow men than it 
is to themselves? 


This is an inscrutable mystery; but it is 


quito true that, once a burglar, always a 1 
burglar. 
It may be reasonably supposed 


that a man who, through force of circum- !

They are so hounded by tho ' 
police after thoy have been detected in oue 
crime that they recognizo tho force of tho 
adage, "One might as well be hanged for a 
black sheep as for a white lamb," and, dis- 
couraged by tho futility of their endeavors 
to reform, thoy fall into their old ways until 
they finally land in 
tho penitentiary

have made cjTorts to reform, and oi 
their difficulty lu finding houest work, and 
tho lack of encouragement given them by 
honest men. Not more than a month ago 
there was arrested in New York city a man 
who, four or five years ago, was one of the 
most notorious cracksmen in America. He 
was arrested for a crime of which ho had no 
knowledge whatever, as he established a very 
clear alibi. He resolved to turn over a new 
leaf a couple of years ago, and was sticking 
to his resolution bravely. But he had been 
all over tho United States seeking work in 
vain; his record followed him everywhere, 
and at the time be was unjustly arrested he 
was meditating the point as to whether it 
would ever be possible for him to be honest.

But it takes a mechani- 
cal genius to discover the weal; spots. Every 
now and then safe makers quietly alter the 
construction o£ their vaults, and these changes 
ore brought alwut by the doings of some sci- 
entific 
robber.

| 
THE TOOLS HE WORKS WITH. 


Sometimes a burglar makes his own outfit 


If he goes to a blacksmith for d "kit" it will 
cost him n great deal of money, without taking 


Into consideration uno likelihood of th«l>'.ark- 
smitVs "squealing." A good set of burglars' 
insti uments is worth $1,000. Only the finest 
steel is used, and the drills are diamond 
pointed. The tools of ten years ago, com- 
pared to those of today, wero heavy and un- 
wieldy. Some cracksmen use the spirit lamp 
and blow pipe to soften and take the temper 
out of hard steel doors; others use only a 
small diamond pointed drill; and others, who 
do not care to spend time manipulating 


an 
intricate 
combination, 
use 
simple I 


sort of machines, technically called the I 
"drag" and "jackscrow." Tho "drag" looks 
slmplo and innocent enough, but it is tre- 
mendously powerful and very quiet. 
By 


means of a bit a hole is bored through a safe 
door; a nut is set "inside;" tho point of tho 
screw passes through the nut, which rests in- 
side tho surface that has been bored; then 
tho screw is turned by a long handle, which 
two men can operate; as tho screw turns the 
nut Is forced forward farther and farther. 
It is a power that hardly any construction of 
sofo can resist. 
Either the back or tho 


front must give way. 


Tho "jackscrew" is rigged so that by turn- 


ing it will noiselessly force into tho crack of 
a safo door a succession of steel wedges; 
first, one as thin as a knife blade; soon, one 
as thick as your hand; and they increase in 
size until the hinges give way. Whero the 
size or location of tho safe or vault to be 
forced precludes tho use of theso machines, 
and on explosion becomes necessary, dynamite 
and uitro-glycerino are used with tho greatest 
skill, and with such art in tho deadening of 
sound that sometimes an explosion which 
rends asunder a hugo safe cannot bo heard 
twenty yards away from tho room in which 
it takes place. 


H'OW HE PICKS THE LOCKS. 


A clover safo robber understands many in- 


genious plans of picking combination locks, 
A cracksman, after following his profession 
for a few years, acquires a delicacy of touch 
that is marvelous. He masters a combina- 
tion with almost mathematical accuracy, 
and manipulates tho intricate machinery 
with as much delicacy of touch as a good 
musician displays hi playing tho piano- 
forte. They watch every now invention in 
locks, and, at whatever cost, secure a sample 
of tho latest, toko it apart, study it, and mas- 
tor all its weak points. A certain celebrated 
combination lock was successfully picked for 
fifteen years by burglars, and how it was 
done remained a mystery to tho manufactu- 
rers, and even to the inventors. 


It has often happened that cracksmen will 


plan for years tho robbing of sorno particular 
safo. Thoy will learn all that can bo learned 
about tho personal habits of tho bank's em- 
ployes, and if, after years of work, thoy dis- 
cover that then- scheme is impracticable, 
thoy will drop it and seek pastures now. 


A gong of bonk burglars always has its 


recognized leader; usually a man of brains, 
crafty, and tho planner of tho Jobs. Hi* 
lieutenants do tho work. Ono notable loader, 
~k» Oi.i «,t !„„„ „„„, 1nff „„ „ )„(,„„,, «.„ j,|a 
gang a most accurate and complete sot of 
drawings, at which ho had labored for twenty 
years, of tho building and plans of the vault 
of ono of tho greatest banks in tho United 
States. Had not these plans been accident- 
ally discovered, it is more than probablo that 
tho burglars would have succeeded in crack- 
ing tho safe. 


Ono of tho most elaborate safe robberies in 


the history of tho profession was ono which 
took place ton years ago in Philadelphia, 
when ono of tho largest talks of that city 
was robbed of many thousands of dollars. 


HOW ONE JOB WAS WORKED. 


In tho first place tho leader of the gang—a 


man of fine presenco and good address—se- 
cured tho basement beneath tho bank and 
opened a saloon and oyster house. Tho place 
was magnificently fitted up, regardless of ex- 
pense, and only tho best of liquors and viands 
wore served to its customers. For two years 
tho place thrived. 


To tho outside world tho proprietor was a 


jolly good fellow, who would loud o man in 
hard luck a $10 bill with tho greatest of pleas- 
ure. In tho course of tho two years ho had 
made tho acquaintance of all tho officials of 
tho bank upstairs, who dined and lunched at 
his place every day. By his great good nat- 
ure and affable demeanor ho had won tho re- 


I gnrd of all of them, and, by exquisite diplo-

, enough, but of immense value to him.

of tho saloon and oyster house was an export 
bank burglar!

I n as so near this fellow that he simply 


reared up, seized mo by tho shoulder nnd 
pulled mo down, and I was flat on tho earth 
before I realized what had happened. I was 
on my bock, and ho stood with both paws on 
my mi.ldle, facing tho natives and growling 
savagely. Tho men ran off about 300 feet 
and then halted, which was doubtless tho 
reason why I was not carried off at once. I 
can siiy without conceit that I was fairly 
cool. It had come so suddenly that I had not 
had tinio to get rattled. I had been told by 
an old Boer hunter, if I ever found myself iu 
this fls, to appeal to the lion's fears.

The crime is always 
carefully investigated and tho detectives 
learn the methods of the different men. It is 
a school I cannot explain it to you unless 
you ore a close observer of human nature. 


"A criminal in walking along the street 


will unconsciously turn his head and give a 
quick glance backward almost every so 
often, generally with every hundred steps. I 
can tell a man instantly when I enter a 
crowd. That's why these fellows hide away. 
They know that if they appear in public they 
will be recognized."—Boston Record.

profession. Soon after she become intimate 
with "Dutch Hoinrichs," a celebrated bonk 
thief, but sho seems to have been fastidious 
hi the matter of husbands, and tried several 
before finding one suited to her mind. After 
remaining with Heinrichs awhile sho mar- 
ried Ned I.vons. In fiiooo <uu<u>aoo Oophlo 
kept climbing, for Lyons was at the top of 
the profession of bank burglars. 


Tho pair lived happily together, and had 


four children, three girls and a boy. But the 
father was finally caught and sent to Sing 
Sing, and tho mother returned to her old

imprisonment, ho determined to affect her 
escape. Engaging the services-Of a confede- 
rate ho drove to Sing Sing and there made 
his arrangements. All that is known is that 
Sophie was liberated. 


The pair went to Detroit, where they 


bought some property and settled down once 
more to happy homo life. Lyons was soon ar- 
rested for an attempt to rob a bank ar, Water- 
ford, N. Y. Whii« ho was in jail Sophie, in 
order that tho work might go on, went into 
the blackmail business. 
A gentleman of 


wealth proposed to remain at her house over 
night, but when ho had undressed to go to 
bed Sophie entered his room, seized his clothes 
and threw them out of the window. Then 
sho drew a pistol from her pocket and pointed 
it at tho bosom of her guest 
The gentleman 


signed a check for a large amount and went 
on his way, Sophie drew the money and 
congratulated herself on a fine haul. 


This oud other matters cast a tinge of sus- 


picion upon Sophie's character in Detroit, and 
sho felt constrained to depart for Boston. She 
levied a contribution there, in one of tho 
hotels, on a credulous gentleman in the shape 
of a $10,000 check; but, luckily for the con- 
tributor, ho reached tho bank before tho 
nimble Sophie and stopped payment. 


At this point in Sophie's career occurred 


on act of ingratitude to her husband, who 
had effected her escape from Singling. She 
joined a man named Brock. Lyons, mean- 
while, left his enforced residence, and hear- 
ing of tho actions of tho guilty pair, went 
after Brock with a "shooting iron," and the 
two tried to kill each other. Nothing came 
of the encounter, except that it resulted in 
the re-transfer of Mrs. Lyons' affections to 
her spouse. Soon after, both were arrested 
on Long Island for picking pockete, and 
Lyons was taken to Connecticut to serve an 
unexpirod term for bank robbery, for, as at 
Stag Sing, ho hod left tho Connecticut prison 
without leave. His wife was released. 


These continued separations from her hus- 


band while ho was hi prison were a great 
trial to Sophie's fidelity. After her husband 
was sent back to Connecticut she became ac- 
quainted with n man with whom she took up, 
and went through tho country lecturing. She 
was then living at a respectable house on 
Fifth avenue, New York, and was interested 
hi the work of Mmo. Touche, the female 
broker, who was arrested for enticing women 
to gamble in stocks. 


Sophie's later operations have been as a 


confederate for bonk thieves. One game was 
for Sophie and a bank thief to drive up to a 
country bonk in a buggy. The thief would go 
Into the bank, and if few were there would 
ask ono of the clerks to go out to the buggy 
where a lame lady wished to consult him 
about investments. While he was gone the 
thief and other confederates would help them- 
selves to any cash they could find unguarded. 
Another dodge was to go into a bank, and if 
a man were found counting bills, Sophie 
would drop her handkerchief, and while the 
polite official was picking It up her confed- 
erate would take the money off tho desk. 
She next went to Paris. 


In all this record of crimo, there is but one 


act recorded to show ^hat Ned and Sophie 
Lyons hare human hearts. While their eon 
Imitated his father and died in Auburn pris- 
on, the three little girls wero sent to school 
and kept ignorant of their parents' lives. 
They are now supposed to be in a convent 
school in Montreal, ignorant of their mother's 
profession.

A full and complete account of the Inven- 


tion of the telegraph appeared In The Cen- 
tury Mogazino for April, l&», and recently, 
in examining an old fllo of The Now York 
Sun for the year 18.57,1 found tho .following 
editorial in tho issuo of Sept. 25, of that year, 
written by Moses 8. Beach, the then proprie- 
tor and editor, and who know from personal 
knowledge whereof ho wrote. Tho article 
was entitled "Honor to Whom Honor Is 
Duo:" 


"Tho laying of tho Atlantic cablo has 


waked up hundreds of claimants for honors

al« collected a largo number of books. And 
as Seneca notes, 460,000 volumes, a most 
beautiful monument of royal opulence, wero 
consumed by firo in Alexandria.

kings. 
In truth, it was cot so, but 


rather a kind of studious luxury; indeed, not 
studious even, to speak more correctly, be- 
cnuso they accumulated books, not for study, 
but for tho sake of display, just as books to 
many ignorant and servilo collectors aro not 
instruments for study, but only a sort of 
(showy) furniture in their dining halls." 


Tho destruction of tho library is described 


by Abulfnrugius: "John tho Grammarian, a 
famous peripatetic philosopher, being in 
Alexandria and in high favor with Amru, tho 
conqueror ol tbe city, begged that he would 
give him tho royal library. Amru told bun 
that it was not in his power to grant such a 
request, but promised to write to the caliph 
for his consent. Omar is said to have replied 
ttat if thoso books contained tho same doc- 
trine as the Koran they could bo of no use, 
si:ico tho Koran contained all necessary 
truths; but if they contained anything con- 
trary to that book they ought to bo de- 
stroyed; and, therefore, whatever their con- 
tents were, he ordered them to bo burned. 
Pursuant to this order, they were distributed 
among tho public baths, of which there was 
a largo number in the city, whero for six 
months they served to supply tho fores."—

Round 
tho apex of this gold pyramid is a plinth set 
with diamonds.

110-16 inches In length and 9-10 of an inch 
in depth, shaped like a horseshoe; in tho cen- 
ter of tha horseshoe tho great chrysoberyl 
cat's oyo stands upright.

an inch in height, and dork brown color and 
shaped liko a pear.

Great Painter and His Mimtcrplcco. 


A Legend of tho Alps. 


There was once a great painter whose equal 


was not to bo found among all his contempo- 
raries. But he was a man who had no fixed 
belief, no moral life, and who therefore lived 
at most liko a barbarian. Now at ono time 
a high dignitary ct the church, who was 
about to build a mivpiifloent chapel and was 
willing to intrust tlw work only to tho most 
famous and most skillful artists, engaged him 
to paint the altarpiece.
